state supreme court ruled today in 
affirming a decision made by Judge 
Hugo O. Hanft, Ramsey county dis­ 
trict court. 


The 2o-page decision handed down 
by Judge Royal A. Stone, associate 
editor of the state high court, asserta 
that "o n the surface of things this 
contest is between the hoard of re­ 
gents and the commission of ad min­ 
istration ami finance, hut 
the real 
issue is between the hoard of regents 
and the governor. 


Ju s tice Stone described the crea ­ 
tion of the Big Three by Governor 
Christianson as a “ tendency to sacri­ 
fice established principles of consti­ 
tutional government In order to se 
cu re centralized control 
and 
high 
efficiency in adm inistration. 


“ The tendency to secure c e n tral­ 
ized control may easily be carried so 
far as to endanger tile very founda­ 
tion upon which the system of our 
government rests.” the opinion said. 


Today's decision ends a controver­ 
sy betw een the Big Three and the 
university 
administration 
over 
a 
$50 expenditure at the institution. 
The Big Three refused to 
issue 
a 
$50 voucher for work done at tin* 
school. 
R ay P, Chase, state auditor, 
on 
Oct. 20. 1927, was ordered by court 
to show why a writ of mandamus 
compelling him to issue the voucher 
should not be issued. 
Judge Hanft 
then ruled that the Big Three had no 
control over the University of Min­ 
nesota expenditures and ordered the 
voucher issued. 
Chase appealed and today’s deci­ 
sion upheld Judge Hanft.
